POKT AfiTHDE CAPTURED. 



Japan Promises Fall Protection for 
Foreigners— Eumored Chinese 
Overtures for Peace- 



Entry of the War Upon a Chronic 
Stage— Latent Chinese 
Eesonrces. 



SuANouAi, Oofc. 16. — A report is in oirou. 
lation here that Port Arthur has been cap- 
tnred by the Japaneae, This port is one of 
the most important of the Chinese strong- 
holds, and was the place of refuge of the 
Chinese Qeeb after the battle of Yaln, the 
disabled ships having been repaired and 
refitted there. 

1.0ND0N, Oct. 16 —A dispatoh from 
Shanghai says Chang Chi Tnng, vioeroy of 
Hnkwang, has been summoned td Pekin in 
connection with the rising in his province. 
He is Li Hu«g Chanf^'s chief rival, but is a 
very progressive man. It was he who built 
tho great iron works at Hanyan. Tho vice- 
roy travels incognito, and upon his arrival 
at Pekin will be given an interview by tho 
Emperor. The rebels in the I'rovinco of 
Eukwang recently attacked some govern- 
moot buildings and captured them after de- 
feating the troops employed in their de- 
Igsoe, some of the Cbinese troops aubge- 

lently joining the rebels. The rebels 

lied two mandarins and a number of 
Chinese troops. They are now believed to 
be marching upon Wooohang, whioh city 
has been deprived of troops, all the garri- 
sons having been sent to the coast. 

Dispatches to the Times from Tientsin 
say that the Feiyang eqnadron has been able 
to leave tho dock completely refitted, with 
mago/inea filled and otherwise fitted for ac- 
tive service. * 

An imperial edict has bsen published at 
Pekin assuming for the government full re- 
sponsibility for tho protection of foreign resi- 
dents and punishing certain culprits who 
have taken part in the recent assaults on 
travelers. The ediot assures strangers that 
their persons and property will bo protect- 
ed, and its wording in highly satisfactory. 

The Central News claims to have the 
hii;hest authority for the statement that 
overtures looking to a declaration of peace 
between China and Japan were made yester- 
day evening. Japan rejected the proposals, 
considering them inadequate According 
to tho Central News there is every reaacn 
to believe the proposals were eminently 
satisfactory to China, and her representa- 
tives signified the wlllingnees of their gov- 
ernment to acquieeoa in them. The over- 
tures having been rejected the war non 
enters on a chro^io stage, demanding an ap- 
peal to the latent forces of the empire, 
which are desoribed as immense, bat re- 
quire time to organize them. The Chinese 
government is prepared, though reluctant, 
to engage in a protracted conflict. The 
party in power recognizes the urgency of 
radical military and fisoarreforina^:. The 
question is, bow long will the natural co- 
hesion bear the strain of a greab war. The 
danger is/' the oorreapondent adds, that a 
rBVoIatIon- niay. be followed by prolonged 
anarohy,' V , ; , 

A' Yokohama diapatoh aaya' a large num- 
ber of Cbineie priaonera have arrived there. 
The Japanese parliament met at Hirosohima 
yeaterday. 

A despatch to the Central News from Wl 
Jn dated Monday, saya : The two opposing 
armies still face each other on the banks of 
the Yalu river. The Chinese have not fired 
a shot but are night and day strengthening 
their defences. Count Yamagitu, the Jap- 
anese commander-in-chief, is awaiting the 
arrival of heavier artillery before attacking 
the Chinese position, Japanese scouts esti- 
mtt^ that theChineso force altogether number 
35,000 men. The scouts have brought de- 
tailed information us to the condition of the 
Chinese defences, showing that they are not 
so strong as the first reporta indicated. Tha 
Chinese artillery is shown to be less for- 
midable than tho Japanese had supposed, 
A decisive attack is expected shortly. 
Various indications justify the belief that 
the chief stand of the Chinese will bo at 
Kuben Chao. 

A dispatch from Tokio says that several 
hundred Chinese prisoners, who were taken 
at the battle of Ping Yang, arrived in Tokio 
to-day. Crowds were in the streeta to see 
tho captives and followed them from the 
station to the prisons. The crowds were 
quiet and orderly, indulging in no insults or 
signs of exultation. The captives wore dis- 
tributed among several militury stations. 

Tho Japanese tegatinn in London has re- 
ceived advices tuthe efTeot that the Japan- 
ese trasaporb steamer Ariaki Mam has ar- 
rived at Yokohama from Hongkong. A 
C h in ee» gunboat left Hongkong a few hours 
before the Atiabi Maru, but contrary to 
expootation made no attempt to engage the 
transport. 

Wasiiinoton, Got. 16 — Prince Yami- 
shina, of Japan, loavea New York to-day lor 
San Francisco, Tha navy department was 
notified that the Charleston left Yokohama 
for Nagasaki yesterday. 

London, Oct. 17. — The Times publishes a 
diap&lch from ita St, Petersburg correspond- 
ent saying that ho has learned chat arrange- 
ments are being inado to have in readiness 
and in case of noccaaity to dispatch six 
steamers of the Rusaian volunteer lleet to 
Vladivostock, where they will bo fitted out 
ag cruisnrs, 

Tho Diily News denies that the recent 
cabinet meeting was called to consider the 
proposal for concerted action of the powers 
to impose peace upon Japan and China.

NUNS BUENED TO DEATH. 

Beatmctlon oJ'st. Joseph's Catholic Inllriuttry 
lit Honston, Teiua. 

Houston, Tet,, Oct, 16 -Early this 
morning fire was discovered in the San 
Jaolnto hoarding bouse on Franklin and 
Jacinto atreets, and before the fldiines were 
gotten under oonlrol two Uvea, and probtbly 
four, were lost, $500,000 worth of property 
being destroyed. The flimea quiakly spread 
to St. Joseph's Catholic infirmary «□ 
Franklin avenue, and in spite of the efiforts 
of the firemen the building was totally 
destroyed. Two sisters of the Inatitntion, 
Sisters Dolores and Jennie Ellis, perished in 
tho burning building. Two patients 
lying in an upper atoty of tlio 
dormitory aro mieaing and it Is 
feared they are burned to de»tb. 
Another Sister named Clothilde Lad a nar- 
row escape. She was frightfully burned 
about tho bead and shoulders, but it la be- 
lieved aha will recover. The loasea will ag- 
gregate half a million dollars. The origin of 
the fire is supposed to be the explosion of an 
oil lamp. The family name of Sister Do- 
lores was Elizabeth Boyle. Jennie Ellis 
was a novitiate and removed to San Anton io 
from Montreal two weeks ago, It is sup- 
posed that they perished while trying to 
aave the lives of othare- Xiie xemains «f 
hoae found were horribly buraed and uii- 
reaoguizable. 

CHILIAN FINANCE3. 

Coareroien of the Flnaaelal Syitem to a 
Gold Basis. 

London, Oct. 16. — A dispatoh from 
Santiago, Chili, aaye Pregidenn Montt re- 
tains hia attitude in regard to oonveraion to 
a gold baala in Jaly 18S6. The finanoe com- 
mission has recommended the raising of a 
European loan of £2,000,000 Bterling to 
augment the conversion fund, and also that 
the government shall ofifer to convert notes 
from next April at the rate of 16d. and 
from Saptomber at the rate of 20d, until 
July, 1896, when the conversion law becomes 
operative. On Tuesday the chamber of 
deputies will meet in cstraordtn&ry session 
to discuss the finanoe commieaion'a proposals 
and other matters. A vote of coaQdenoe in 
the present ministry will be asked for,

Sale of tli« Skyline Not Conflrmed-^^lpmentB 
From the Silver KIdk. 

<Fromthe Nelson OMbane.) 

The firat atage in the litigation between 
tho owners of the Lanark mine and the 
owner of the Maple Leaf, in llleciUewaet, 
has resulted in favor of the former. The 
owner of the Maple Loaf claimed that tho 
greater part of tho ore extracted from the 
Lanark was from the Maple Leaf ground. 

The report that the Skyline mine, near 
Ainsworth, has been sold to D. W. Mo Vicar 
for §1,000 cannot be verified. No oao at 
either Ainsworth or Kaslo seems to know 
anything about the deal having been olosed, 

The Nelson k. Fort Sheppard Bailway 
Company will build tha gup between Eive- 
mllo point and Nelson this fall. Work will 
be commenced on Monday. 

The Silver King is aending down eight 
tons a day of abipping ore to Nelion, and It 
is underatood this output will bo kept tip 
indefinitely. A. R. McPhee secured tho 
contraob for building the mile and three- 
quarter flume that will bring a water supply 
to the power-houaa at tho mlue. 

Finch, Clark & Co. have made the second 
payment on the War Eagle bond, and that 
mine now shows a series of ore ohutea for 
1200 feet along the claim, aome of whioh 
are very large. The grade of the ore has 
improved matarially, and every pound of 
ore mined ooald be shipped at a profit, but 
the Iron Mask Mining Company (Finch & 
Co ) is only shipping to test smelting pro- 
oeaaei, preparatory to ereotiog reduction 
worka on the ground. ' '• 

On'the Joaie, Prank Loring ia shipping 
seven tons a day. This oan probably be kept 
up all winter. At preaenb the work is oon- 
fined to working on a fine chute of ore on 
the east end of the claim, near the War 
Eu^le, and atoping from near the month of 
tho tunnel, 

Tho O. K. mill is running all right and 
has made satisfactory cleanups. An elTort 
was made to concentrate the pulp, but tho 
result was not satisfactory, and now all the 
toilinga aro saved until the vanners and 
slime tables are put in place, 

Tho (Jold Hill, a find made last summer 
about two miles northwest from the lo 
Boi, has been developed into a shipping 
property, and a pack train cf eight animals 
is paohirig oro to the wagon road, and a 
few tons of the ore arc now on tho wharf 
at Trail. 

Although tho Slocan Sta' is aaid to have 
232,000 tons of ore in sight, the Idaho is 
now considered the " biggest thing" in tho 
Slooan country. Tho great strike In the 
mine was made about two moDtha ago, and 
already $30,000 worth of oreia aaakod ready 
fur shipmeut. 

The I'rcaldent ^roup of olalms, in Goat 
River district, which wore owned by Messrs, 
Fitoh, Fritch and O'Nell, hua been sold to a 
Wisconsin company, ai:d part of tho pur- 
chase money paid, VVork, it ia said, will be 
commenced Bb once. 

The owners of the Cumberland are get- 
ting roady to ahlp ore. She trail, however, 
owing to the traffic to adjaoent mines, like 
the Idaho and Alamo, is in had oonditioa. 

Operations are to be resumed at tho Wash- 
ington, a mine that has shipped aa many tons 
of ore aa any mine in Slooan distriot. 

At the Alpha, on Four- mile in Slooan dis- 
trict, essavatioua are being made for win- 
ter quarters. Five tons of are a oay are sent 
down to the atoamboat wharf at SiLvetton.

The publication of the dboumenta ; would 
show that the oontetition of the Ainerioan 
government in their case had not been 
carried out. The course pursued by the

A EEMINISCENCE. 

Uiiilomatic Incident in the Belations of Bus- 
sla and the United States, 

Washinoton, Oct. 16. — A diapatoh re- 
ceived at tho state department yesterday 
from Consul General Jonas announcing the 
death of Stanislaus iCrazminski, the 
natuMtized American oi^^en, in; a , 
prison at Warsaw on October 14, tertninatea 
a diplomatio incident which marked 
a new phase in the diplomatio 
relations of the United States and 
Russia, in which Secretary Greshara is 
understood to have impressed upon the gov- 
ernment of the Czar the advantages of our 
tatute of limitations, which is unknown in 
Russian law. Krazminlski bad lived in 
America since 1869 and had become natur- 
alized. He returned to Russia and was 
arrested for a political crime, that of parti- 
cipating in a Polish revolution 30 years ago. 
Upon theprompt demand of tho UnitedStatea 
government he was released but immediate- 
ly re-arrested for alleged embezz'ement 
committed while he was a police official just: 
before he came to America and bu wan 
awaiting trial on this charge when he died. 
The U.S. was powerless to intervene for bis 
release on this charge, and was confined to 
an eflfort to secure a prompt trial. 



INTEEESTING TEADE yUESTlON. 

The Supreme Court of Ehode Island Decides* 
a Uatter Affectlne Combinations. 

Providence, R.L, Got. 16 —Judge Till- 
inghast of the Supreme Cjur't to-day handed 
down a rescript of importance to trades 
people. The National Association of Mas- 
ter Plumbers has a branoh in this state, 
whioh recently issued circulars to the 
wholesale dealers in plumbers' supplies, 
warning them not to sell supplies to plumb- 
ers who were not members of the association.. 
These circulars were particularly aimed at> 
Macaulay ^roa., of this city who undertook 
to purchase supplies in the open market but 
were, in some instances, refused,, 
thus being put to conaiderablo incon- 
venieuco. The brothers applied to tho 
Supremo Court for an injunction to restrain 
tho association from interfering with their 
buainees. H. J. Turner, secretary of the 
Master Plumbers' Association, of Provi- 
dence, was made the respondent. Tho 
Court says that undoubtedly the members of 
the association have tho right to purchase 
their supplies where they please, and to 
combine and agree that they will not pat- 
ronize wholeaalera who sell to non-members 
of their own assooiationa ; yet they have no 
right by threata to ooeroe wholesalera not 
to sell to non-memhera of that asaooiation. 
The defendant association was uaing unlaw- 
ful means to compel the plalntifi's to join the 
asB-iciation, and they Were wrongfully in- 
terfering with the bnsinesa of the plaintifi'B. 
An injunotion was ordered to issue against 
theWoo'iktion. ' ^

Sinoe Satnrday, when 
the late chief died, Indian men '"and women 
have kept constant watch over the body as 
ib lay in state at his house on the reserve. 
Then yesterday morning, at an early hour, 
some of his friends met at Hanna's under- 
baking room, and with the line of carriages 
and hearse proceeded to the reserve where 
the procession was formed and marched to 
St. Andrew's cathedral, where Father Nioo- 
laye performed the fnneral'servioes;^-'^ At the 
grave Father Nloolaye pr'eaohed.a sermon in 
Chinook to the ' Indians'i'i.ntillzln'f; the oo- 
ca.iion,t9 glye them tome good advice. The 
pall-bearera were Ed;' Purser, 'John Friday, 
Mose Eommai, Charlie Kooimal, George 
Williams and Billy Marshall. 

Unlike his predecessor. Chief Charlie 
Fretzie was in very poor circumstances. 
For a long time ho had been slowly dying of 
consumption and unable to work, Conao- 
quoncly tho gathering nf Indians from all 
parts of the coast for a big distribution of 
blankets and other goods as was held at 
Chief Jim's death was out of tho question 
The Indians and his other frionds on tho re- 
serve havo come to the assistance of his 
widow and three little children, and have 
already subscribed liberally to assiat them 
in their difricultiea. 

Tho next thing will bo I ho election of a 
new chief. This will not bo done until Mr. 
W. H. LomuB, tlio Indian agent, can bo 
present at tho meeting hold for the purpoao, 
Tho Indians do not know yob what date will 
bo fixed. Several likely candidates aro 
spoken of for the position of' chief, George 
Cheotlam and'Jdo'Dlen iippairently being the 
favorites.

Jastice Drake Hands Down Uis 
Decision in the Saner v. Levin 
Appeal. 



Tbe Legal DeliDitiou of a Meal 

Mr. Jastloe Drake, aittlog as a County 
Courts judge, yesterday handed down his 
written judgment in the case of Sauer vs. 
Levin, an appeal from the recent decision of 
the police mugistrata oonvioting the pro- 
prietor of the Bjtnl: Exchange saloon and 
. restaurant of having sold liqnorVithin hours 
prohibited by the Sunday Closing law. The 
point raised was whether or not the eerving 
of light refreshments, auoh as arackere and 
cheese, constituted a meal in the eyes of the 
law. As did tbe magistrate, the learned 
judge rules in the negative, hia judgment 
being as follows : 

" The appellant is owner of the Bink Ex- 
change salnon and restaurant, and pays a 
B&loon aa well as a restaurant license. The 
saloon is at one end of the building, divided 
from the restaurant by a room used by 
guests to play cards and eat luDoh. The 
appellant euppliea on week days whati is 
called a free lunoh — that is, customers pay 
for the liquor they oonsumo and have a 
lunch given them. 

" The evidence shows that on ordinary 
daya the appellant charges 10 cents for a 
glaaa of beer ; on Sundays he charges 15 
cents, and makes the waiter offer tho ous- 
tomers a plate of oraokera and cheese. Tho 
plate of crackers and cheese is a gbneral 
plate offered to every one who calls for 
liquor. If a customer should ask for crack- 
ers and cheese ho would be charged 15 cents, 
but if he has a glass of beer with it he is 
charged no more. 

-"-lb ia a fact admitted lihat Charles Freed- 
mian oame in daring prohib^ted,lioara and 
called for beer.' *>Itiie' barkeeper Vrefuaed; to 
BerTe bim uulMa be ordered wbali ia balled a 
nfeal/andihiSiwas supplied with oraokera and 
.oheeae, for which he paid the regular .Snn- 
day.<pr{ee of 15 cents, which included his 
beerl' 

The .appellant's contention ia that this 
ia a asrTloeof liquor to a guest by a restaur- 
ant keeper wiin bis meals. A meal ia an 
unknown qnantity and varies with the 
appetite ot the customer, and there- 
fore any food put down by a per- 
son holding a restaurant license, beside a 
person drinking, complies with the act. The 
act baa to bo read as "loquitur ad vulgus," 
giving to the words their ordinary raeaninf . 
Now picking a orumb of biscuit aa an excuad 
for drinking is not eating a meal. I con- 
sider the term " meal " in tho act aa apply- 
ing to food that ia eaten to satisfy the re- 
quirementa of hunger, and in the present 
case it is quite clear that the biscuits wore 
merely used as an excuse to enable the 
appellant to supply liquor. If the conten- 
tion of the appellant is good, any fragment 
of food would enable a saloon-keeper to 
evade the act, if ofTered to a customer and 
whether conaumed or not. The liquor here 
waa not supplied by the ordinary restaurant 
waiters, nor waa it supplied in the restaur- 
ant, bat it was supplied from the saloon bar, 
and thia Sunday plate of biscuits duly put 
in an appearance. 

*' Section four of the act states that 'no 
nale or diapoeal of liqnor shall take place on 
the premieea where in ordinary, oiroum- 
stanoes liquor may be scld, nor shall 
liquor be drunk in such places during 
the prohibited hours. ' The room in which 
the liquor was consumed is part of the 
lioensed premises, and the appellant oMa this 
room a restaurant for 15 oent meals, chittiy 
oonsistlng during the prohibited hours of 
bisoaita. In my opinion , the appellant has 
not broughtkbimaelf ,j<^itliln$tii6 -woeption, 
and I therefore ooofirm t& oenyiotlon with 
ooata.;' I'i \ I i ' •' i ■ ' ) ' : ' 
'^••rthlnk'ln oaaea where a saloon ia car- 
ried on ae well aa a reataarant in the same 
fanildiog'tHai'the Ubenae ahonld clearly de- 
fine tbeiiiaai'ta'of each bnslness, and that the 
bar-rooms should not have open oommunioa- 
tlon with the realaurant. lOi's w • 

" The municipal oouccU have..p05;er. to 
pass by-lawa prescribing the form' and con- 
ditions of the licenses to be granted by the 
cjmmissioners and to regulate the same, but 
at present this council has not thonght fib to 
exeroiso this power. In my opinion there ia 
no subject of greater importance for the 
council to deal with than this subject of 
licenaea "

VERNON ASSIZES. 

The First SessInii'v^lMrkfidrby Ibe Presenta- 
tion of White Olovea to the 
Frealdibg; jadge. 

Verson, Oct. 13 — (Special) -The first 
Court of Assize held in 'Vernon was opened 
by Mr. Juatice Walkem on Monday last. 
The learned judge waa presented by the 
sheriff with a pair of white gloves, which 
were, as Hla Lordship expressed it, 
" emblematio of tho purity — in point of 
morality — of the community and of its 
freedom from crime."

In 
answer to tho address of the learned judge, 
tho grand jury made their presentment, 
which, amongst other things, acknowledges 
the efBcibnoy of tbe civil servants here, and 
while congratulating the learned gentleman 
on the absence of crime, aa shown by a clean 
calendari expreaaed a hope that he would be 
long [apared^tb- occupy the bench at future 
assize o'onrte in 'Vernon.

GOOD-BYE TO BOLLMAN. 



Tlie Sydney Embezzler Hakes His 
._.i;iiial.^ppear.ane«.ia.tb0 . 



He Waives FartherjExiunlnatljDn ; and 
Consents to Betarn for 
TrlaL '^''^•'^'^ 



All the formalities, wore yesterday com- 
pleted for the return of Frederick Bollman, 
alias Eberhardt, to Sydney, N.S W., where 
he is to stand hla trial for the embezzlement 
of £618. Thia la the anm mentioned 
warrant brought fay Sergeant Fbrbe^, though 
the evidenco taken in the Sydney police 
court indicates a shortage of between £1,- 
200 and £,l,3G0 in his aooounts. Bollman 
waa to have appeared in the police court to- 
day, but by his request the case waa called 
yesterday inatead. ■ 

Mr. A. L. Belyea appeared for tbe aooua. 
ed and occupied the time of the court for 
half an hour or more during which he re- 
viewed briefly the evidence attached to the 
Sydney warrant. Havine done so, he held 
that no direct evidence had been produced 
to show that the money alleged to huve 
beea stolon had not in reality 
baon remitted to tho Qrm in Ger- 
many. The natural inference from the 
testimony waa that the money had been mis- 
appropriated, but icferencea were not evi- 
dence. The teatimony of tlie bookkeeper of 
the firm in Sydney waa to tho effeob that 
Bollman had drawn £l,'20O from the firm 
account in bank, ostensibly ^r tbe purpose 
of remitting to Oermaoy. It had not been 
forwarded in the usual manner, and five 
daya later a cablegram had arrived from 
Germany which said: "Remit immedi- 
ately." 

This cablegram was not produced and 
there were other discrepancies in the evi- 
dence, but he (Mr. Belyei) would content 
himself with asking tbe Court to consider 
the one objection — that no proof bad been 
presented that the money alleged to have 
been embezzled was not now in the posses- 
sion of the firm in Germany. If tho ruling 
was against him, he had decided to advise 
his client to submit without further pro- 
ceedings and return to Sydney with the offi- 
cer from that city. 

Magistrate Macrae, in over-ruling the 
objection, aaid that he felt it bis duty to be 
satlsiBed with .the. warrant of the Sydney 
court, endoraec^aa i{i .waa^by,^the governor 
of the colony'an4T>y, Mr.'^ Jnatioe ]>rake;fdf 
the Suprem'eOConrti'^Of'iBrtiisb (Tblnmbla, 
which gave him all Decenary power to act 
in the case. There;waa a very strong pre- 
sumption tha't'tbe aconie'd was guilty of the 
crime with which be had been charged, but 
thi^ was not for bim to try. Were it bis 
duty to act as final judge be would certainly 
give tho point taken further consideration, 
but this waa not his province. He fully en- 
dorsed Mr. liolyea's advice to hia client as 
tho boat that could havo boon given. Tho 
Fugitive Offdndera act of Iho Dominion (un- 
der which these proceedings wero taken), it 
waa hia duty to inform the acoused 
provided that ho (the magistrate) 
might order his return to Now South 
Walea. He could not, however. bo 
taken away against his will within fifteen 
days, during which time ho would havo tho 
right to apply for dibchargo under habeaa 
corpua prootedinga. Tho Governor General 
would then havo to aiun tha papers in the 
caae on receipt of his (tho Magistrate'e) re- 
port. He would, iheroforo, ask Bollman if, 
undersfandiog the law in this regard, ho was 
willing to go back. 

The accuaed answered in the affirmative, 
and then signed the magisterial note that 
" the accused, by and with the advice of his 
counsel, waives preliminary examination 
and eleuta to return to Sydney for hia trial." 

Tho formality cf remanding tho case for 
threo daya more was gone through, but by 
the expiration of thia time Sergeant Forbes 
and his prisoner expect to be on the Arawa 
and beyond the sigbt'of 'Vancouver Island's 
shores.

QUITE POSSIDLB. 

The Glib newspapora of the E^et all 
seem to believe ib to be high treason to 
lay thai Mr. Lanrler bar really do polioy, 
and that it ia a little worse than foollahnesa 
' for hini and bis supporters to ba continually 
prating about free trade. We aometinries 
wonder if the indignation of these journals 
is sincere, if they are really so obtuse as not 
to see that the Liberal polioy as expounded 
by Mr. Lanrier 1b nob a free tmde polioy, 
but aomethtng very maob the reverse. 
Can thoy not see that * Mr, Laurior's 
declaration that free trade for Can- 
ada under present oircumBtancea is 
impossible showa that ib is an impudent 
impoaition for bim to pose before the people 
(tf -Canada as an advocate, oi free trade. 
Men who are honest, sincere, earnest and 
. aienaible do not go about the country advo- 
' eating theories which thoy declare to be im- 
possible, U bat would be thought of the 
miasionary who would aay to tho people he 
had been sent to teaob and to convert, " The 
gyatem I advocate ia beantifol, it is bene- 
ficent, ib will make yon better and happier 
— hnt yen mnat nob think of it, you must 
not ' talk about it, it is, under 
present clroamstanoes, imposaible, ib 
cannot bo put in practice just now." Would 
he not be put down aa a man wholly unfit 
lor the bnafneiBio wUeb ha waa engaged — 
tbe teak heliad ondertaken. 

Bat what niBkea Mr. Laurier's position 
worse Ib that free trade la not " impassible " 
in this country. There is nothing to hinder 
him, or any other free trader who converts 
the majority of (Janadiana to bis views, 
establishing free trade next year. A free 
trade mujority in tbe Houae of Commona 
ponid repeal the whole tariff and 
make it inoperative by a reaolntion 
of not more than twenty words. 
There ia nothing but ths want of thub ma- 
jority to hinder him from impoaing the 
direct taxes which would then be neoesaary 
to make up for the Customs diitlea that had 
been abolished. Ib ia so mora impoaslblB for 
Mr. Laarier to eatabllah free trade in Cana- 
da than it was for Sir Robert Peel to estab- 
lish free trade in Groat liritain. And let ua 
add, that if ho had tho courage of what ho 
Bays are his convictions bo would not hesi- 
tate to advocate froe trade as a prnctioal 
policy. Mr. Cobden did nob hesitate 
to aooept the oonaeqaenoe of hia 
teachinga and to advocate tho im- 
mediate introduction of the policy 
which ho believed to be beat for hia country. 
He did not say that free trade was good, bub 
that the people would have to wait an in- 
definite period aattltbey oould get the bene- 
fit! of it. He WM a man of ooura(;e and was 
ready to back hia speeohoa by hia votes. 
There waa no ahilly-ahally about him. Ho 
did not preach one thing and In tho eame 
breath dealare hia intention to practise 
another. 

If Mr, Lanrier is the earnest free trader 
that he woald have the people of Canada be- 
lieve hitr to bo bo would do all that lies in 
hia power to bring tho people round to bis 
way of thinking, and ho would bo ooutcnt 
to wait until ho had a majority 
on hia eido who would send him and hia fol- 
lowers to I'urlinmont to carry out a free 
trade policy in its intep;rlty, and who would 
npbold bim and thim after the change had 
been made, 

Ib li sheer nonienae for Mr. Lskurler to de- 



olare, " It la not possible, I am sorry for it, 
to have in this country free trade aa they 
have it in England, bub that is the goal we 
Liberals are aiming at, and we will never 
cease onr elTorta until we reaoh It." (Ehe 
"impoBsible" ia not the goal wbioh 
the praotical politician atrugglea to 
reach. What he wants Is somethinp; 
that win be of immediate benefit 
to tho people, and he ia ready and willing to 
make thn saoriQoea necessary to obtain it,, 
But Mr. Laurler is not prepared to make 
saorificea bimaolf and he takes good oare not 
to lot tho people seo that they must mako 
saarilicca, and very serious saoriQoeg, before 
they can got free trade, even if it ia the 
good thing ho roproaonts it to be. Why 
does ho net honestly tell tho people that free 
trade— the freest trade poaaible— ia within 
their reach if they are prepared to pay the 
price which its establiabmoDt demands? 
Bub he aaya nothing about that price. The 
reaaon ia that he ia trying to get into 
power OD false prebenoea. ^ 



BRITAIN'S RiaHT ABM. 

" Britain's beat bulwarks are her wooden 
walls " was cnng and said many ytars ugo. 
What was true then ia equally true now. 
Groat Britain must depend for her defence, 
nay, for her very existence aa a nation, on 
hor navy. All tho land defencoa that can 
bo constructed without tho supremacy of the 
seas cannot make her accuro, with that su- 
premacy she needs but little other defence. 

A letter signed " Scrutator," in the Lon- 
don Times, makeii this very clear indeed. 
That writer ahowa In the most Impreasive 
manner that ISritain's greatness do 
ponda upon her ability to continue to be 
the greatest naval power in the world. A 
very largo proportion of hor wealth ia con 
tinnally on the aea and ahs depends for the 
meanaof esiatenoe on the ocean being for 
her ohildren at all times a safe highway. It 
is the work of the navy of Great Britain to 
keep this highway olear. The interests 
which it ia tho duty of that navy to protect 
are valued by Scrutator at tho uuimogin 
able sum of £2,000,000,000 sterling, or ten 
thousand miUions of dollars. It must be 
remembered that the valae of property on 
land in Great Britain and her oolonioa 
which the navy is required to protect and 
defend does not enter into this calculation 
The eatimate ia merely "the total 
value of the aea-borne commerce of the 
British Empire." It ia aarely worth while 
keeping up the atrongeat fleet in existence 
to protecb this vast amennt of property 
— theae Intereati wfaose worth is aimply in 
oaloulable. The money neceasary to keep 
it in a state of the bigheat eiBcionoy would 
be but a small percentage on the amount it 
Is required to protect. The aggrrgate naval 
expenditure of the nation ia somewhab less 
than £18,000.000, Xhfc 1^ oob I per oe&t. 
per annnm of the value of the maritime in 
terests alone to be protected. Thia ia aurely 
a low rate of inaurance, and when it is con- 
sidered that the very existence of Great 
Britain depends npon the maintenance of a 
navy in all respects sufficient for its par. 
poaee, It will be oonaidersd extremely low. 

"Scrntator" shows that the navy of 
Great Britain ia not only her beet bulwark 
but almost her sole dependence. He says: 
" England exists by her maritime commerce 
and cannot exiat in any other way. If she 
cannot maintain its security in war as in 
peaoo she must pariah— muit, that is, ac 
cept whatever terma are oSer'ed to her by a 
Power which has made itself her master at 
aea," 

The Times commenting on " Scrutator's 
letter aaya ; — 

Now no form of defence other than naval 
defence can by any possibility protect tbeso 
stupendoua maritime interests in time of 
war. If the British laiande wereimprcg 
nably fortified all round their ceasta, if they 
wore garrisoned by forces adc(|UBtoly trained 
and equipped and aufGclent in num- 
bers lor their defence, and if all 
other Britiah territory throughout 
the world were equally well defended, all 
thia would avail ua less than nothing if our 
miiritime commerce were left open to attack 
It is not merely that the enemy would have 
at hia mercy properly at sea to the annual 
value of at least three limen the national 
debt ; he would be able absolutely to sus- 
pend all but the moat elementary operations 
of industry throughout the country. . . . 
Our maritime commeroo ia our life-blood. 
Nothing can eavo ua if its flow is arrested. 
So long aa its How ia unimpeded nothing; 
can ruin ua, because the naval force re- 
quired to maintain its unimpeded flow ia 
more than sulticient to proteot oar 
shores and territories from attack. The 
greater tnolados the less. ,tPhi>t whioh 
sufHcea to proteoli snr oommeroe at eea 
also sufficea to proteob our shorea from at- 
tack. That which only suffloea to protect 
our ahorea might indeed aave our skin, but 
would drain it of every drop of blood. It 
would puzzle Lord Wolseley or anyone else 
to any how, in default of naval supremacy, 
our oommeroe at eea ia to bo defooded, or 
how, if it is not adequately dofonded, we 
are to continue to exist. Precarious such a 
defence may be in tho nature of things, but 
in tho very nature of things it is also india- 
ponsablo. In any caae it is our only hope, 
If water chokes a man, aaya Aristotle, what 
shall ho drink thou V If uuu power fails na 
no oarthiy power can aavo ue. 

lb ia veryevideab from thia that thinking 
men in Great Britain are alive to the neoes- 
aity of maintaining the nation's supremacy 
at aea, and it will bo singular if suoh letters 
and artioloB as we have quoted from do not 
convince tho people that whate/er olao is 
starved or atintod ib muat not be tho navy, 
which is thus shown to be their Boreab if not 
bheir sole dependence;

take place. This may be a groundless 
auaplolon, but It will do oounoillora no harm 
to know that ib eziata, in order that they 
may act in such a way as to leave the moat 
distrustful of the rutepayera no ground to 
believe that they are trying to get votes at 
the oity's expense, 

A BRIGHT ^PJt'oSPEOT. 

The prospeot is just now that the Nakusp 
and Slooan railway' will do a good year's 
work. It has already hauled a consider- 
able quantity of ore, and it is expected that 
ib will in tho course of a few months carry 
many thousands of tons more. It ia calcu- 
lated that the earnings of the road, even in 
tho iirat year of ita exiatenoe, will be quite 
oohaiderable.

A special meeting of tTie city council was 
held yesterday afternoon in the Mayor's 
room, when among the principal matters 
discuaaed was that of the watervrorka, in- 
cluding Qltcr beds and the watershed. This 
was tho first buainess taken up 

Ai.i) Kkitii-Wii^on said he had an essay 
on the niattor of tilt.?r bods, read to tho Ta- 
ooma counoii by aa eminent hydrostatic en 
gineer, and as the Tacoma people hao been 
protty muoh in tho same position i a Victor 
iuna ou tho fixing up of their waterworks 
syatem, ho would like to road some extracts 
Oao point ho read was aa to the advisa- 
bility of keeping the watershed olean, 

A general discussion ensued on tho ques- 
tion of purchasing land on the watershed. 

His WoKSHir — Tho first thing to do is to 
appoint some man to put a value on the land 
and thou we will know wheru we stand. 

Ald. Munn remarked that Mr. George 
Monroe, of tho department of railways and 
canals, would ho here shortly, and as he^was 
one of the best authoritioa on watorquea- 
tiona his aasistaacc might be secured. 

Ald. Bakku did not believe in too many 
experts — that; bad been the ruination of 
many a oity. 

ALD. KEiTn Wilson maintained that it 
would bs cheaper to buy the watershed and 
keep it clean than to depend altogether on 
filtration. Nine : months of tho year the 
water would not require filtration at all if 
the watershed was clean.' ' 

ALDi Dwykr aioved that the oity engineer 
prepare plans for filters for 3,000,000 gallons 
a day, mjkke surveys and eatimatea, and 
report. 

Ald. Ef.itu WiL.soy thought there was 
no use in making filters of so large oapaoiiy 
when tho necessiiiea of the oity did not re- 
quire it. 

Ald Baker believed in oompotilive plans 
being invited. Ho also thought it wrong to 
firat take the waterworks out of the hinds 
of the city onsineor and then put tho 
whole thing hack undir his control. If 
tho oity hud to bo tied down to oue uiuu so 
much the worse. Ho moved in amendment 
to call for competitive plans and lustruct 
tho engineer to mbke t-urveyn for the same. 
The city ougineer might also be asked to 
draw up plana and tboy could ha compared 
with the others. Then they could see 
whether he oould draw up a proper pUn. 

ALU MuNN maintained that the assistance 
of a man like Mr. Monroe, who had made a 
life study of the subjeot, would be of the 
utmost asRistinoe to the oity. 

Ald. Harris believed that filttrs for 
2,000,000 gallons a day was all that could 
be done with the money at disposal. He 
did not think the oounoil oould go very far 
wrong in having Mr. Wilmot draw the 
plans. All filter beds were praotioally tho 
same. 

Aid. Divyer's moiion waa carried final- 
ly. Aid. Baker voting againat it. 

Ald. Dwyhr moved that . the telephone 
company be asked to put their line to Eik 
lake in good condition ^s soon aa po.-8ible. 
It hud not been working woU for aomo tinie. 
Carried. 

The valuation of tho land at the water- 
ahcd propoaed to be acquired by the oity, 
was next dealt with. 

A big plan of the watershed was prodno- 
cd and tho aldermen examined and dtaonas- 
ed it informally for quite a time. 

It waa dccidid that the oity asieaaor act 
as valuator for tho oify in regard to the 
land to bo acquired. 

Tho rco'ption to the Governor Gancral at 
his approaching visit was brouzht before the 
mooting by the Mayor. How was the oity 
going to '■ntfrtain its iJistioguishod guest? 

Ald Kkitii Wilson thought that going 
to a big e.<cpense would bo a mia uko, aa thu 
city should bo oconomloal in tho present 
dull times. Tho (Governor General was a 
Bonsiblo man and would quite approve of 
that course A comuiicttu oonsialing of 
Aid. Keith- Wilton, D^'yer and the Mayor 
was appointed to conau't ux to the beat 
means of rcciivii g Uia Eicellonoy and bis 
party. 

I'nti fin-inc" committee asked for appro- 
printiiiijs of Sli50 for waterwoikd matters, 
Report adopted. 

Oa motion of Ald Dwykr, tho Street 
Superintendent wub appolLtid under tho 
conmiiislonera to look al'er tho sewer work 
to bo done by day labor, with full power to 
hire and discharge meu.

Une 
gentleman in particular who has been seek- 
ing this information is working in tbo inter- 
est of some old oountry capitalists, who he 
saya will develop mines here if prospeota are 
favorable. Tho great market cxpeoted to 
open up shortly in China and Japan for iron 
ia attracting considerable attention to tho 
undeveloped deposits in British Columbia, 
and praotical operations will doubtless be 
initiated before long. Kot only haa Mr. 
Milne supplied verbal information on the 
matter but by special request he has for- 
warded numerous copies of tho tariff.

Evldencea of Lanrier's Incapacity— The 
BehrlDgr Sea Award— The 
Plshery Qaestion. 



At the Gonsorvarive convention held at 
Korth lUy on the 7th Inatant, at wbiob, 
amoDK otbors, addreaiM we're delivered' by 
Mr, Klook, the CoDiervative candidate for 
Nipleilog ; Mr. MoDoogkll, Q , of Hall ; 
the Minlater of Marine and the Miniator of 
Publio Works, Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper 
made a noteworthy spoeoh in which ho 
severely handled aomo of the apeeobea of 
Hon. Mr. LantiM^ {eac^e| 6f\,tbe o^poaition, 
who ia at present oaton a politioal oampaign, 
of which hia viait tu British Columbia was 
one of the ovontB, The following extract 
from the apeooh of Sir Charles ia taken from 
the Toronto Empire. Ho aaid : 

"Any publio mania fair game for any 
reaaonable criticism. I give my opinions for 
what they are worth, and back them up with 
the best proof I can obtain. (Hear, hear ) 
I want to point out to the youni; men thai 
tbere nevet'^waa any political loader who 
teeint t6.be so atterly impraoticublo aa this 
aame MK Caiirier. He haa the charm of 
•Ibqaenoe, and therefore ahould be watched 
att the more earefally; but that he haa a 
good busiBSBB bead I am here to deny. I 
lay he ia now fighting for what he haa pro. 
ndonoed to be an impoaaible poiioy ; but in 
tb'ab oonneotion be shonld reniieinber,;that 
'j^What'a inpoaatble oan'o be, and peVer, 
never oomes to pais." Ia Montreal^ on .the 
17th of February, 1891. Mr. L«nrier eald 
it waa hia own conviotion thati taUag 
into ooosiuerution the preaenb condition ot 
the country, free trade waa not poaaible to 
any extent. At. St. Thomaa only laat year 
(Septembor 12) he said : " The only policy 
whioh would auit the people of Canada was 
freedom of trade." At Brantford in thia 
ye»r of ^^r&ce thia ia what the hope of the 
Liiberal party uttered with hia own lips : 
" It is not poBBiblo, I am sorry for it, to 
have in thia country freo trade aa they have 
it in Eoglaud, but that io the goal wo 
Liberals arn aiming at, and we will novor 
oeaao our elTjrts ujtil we reach it." Now, I 
have too much respect for air. Laurier to 
aay that this is glliberioh, but I do deny 
that it la common sense. {Hear, hear. ) It 
is, after all, an ovidenoo of hia incapacity 
either for atateamanship or leadership, 
but I have many other evidences of u 
like character. Take him aa a pilot, aa 
iin authority on marine mattora-the 
faat line, for inatance. Laat aeaaion Mr. 
Laurier strongly oppoaed the faat Atlantic 
service. He and hia frienda contended that 
the scheme waa not foaaible. Mark you, 
Canada has spent milliona in the develop 
ment of the St. Lawrence route ; we have 
pledged almoat the future of our country to 
take full advantage of that magnificent 
waterway. In 1859 every ono in Canada 
waa unanimonaly in favor of canals, railways 
itndfaat Atlantic aervice. Quick and cheap 
ttaoaportationiwe wanted, and we want it 
flow more than ever. It has b>en the boast 
of>Wery/€<na'^iaar^thti>^f088eu(6n^6f abat 
maRoifioent rivet— bat Mr. Laarier in- 
formad^tbe hdnao'JtlMl) {itdwaii vduigeroua 
to navigate it - at a greater apeed 
than tlx knots on a dark nigbt, when in 
the vicinity of Und,^ ir^bal^ atatement waa 
made by a gentlanian{^<^Iioj ;tj|oald have 
known that the antliortty be waa quoting 
waa aa old as the billa. When Admiral 
B*yfield wrote that in The St. Lawrence 
Pilot, there were only eight lights, all told, 
to aid the mariner up the St. Lawrence, 
whereas to day there are 90 aids, including 
g%a buoys, fog alarms, steam whistles, and 
all modern applianoea of a like character. 
Mr. Liurier, however, wanted to attack 
Cmada by quoting this musty literature, 
which, in my opinion, atampa him aa an un- 
safe guide in connection with afTiira of the 
greatest importance in thia country. (Hear, 
hear.) 

But what else did he say ? He is on re- 
cord with a declaration that the result of 
the Behring Sea award wonid be the killing 
of the Canadian sealing industry complete 
ly. He aaid it waa now a thiug of the past 
What are the facta ? In 1878, the laat year 
of Grit rule, there were three vessels, of 
Canadian register, engaged in the sealing 
bnsiness, and they captured that year 0, 
593aktna, In 18S5 there were thirteen ves 
aels, whose total oatoh waa 13,000 akins. In 
the year, followibll'^the ' goyernment of the 
United States' b'egan'to ' tasra'sa oor sealers 
and eodeavbred to prevent ua from taking 
seals ati^li^ In 189.'i. thu year of the award, 
SS'Canadian VefSdls enggged in sealing and 
oEptnre'd' 70,000 akina. "Ah," aaid Mr. 
L'lnriar, "that waa the year of the award, 
but in 1894>'6u will find that' tbe Industry 
haa b?en ruined, that it la a thing of 
the past, ncd won't occur again." VVell, 
what ia the record? In 1891, 57 veascls, 
manned with hardy Britleh-Cunadian marin 
era, who did not: tiiko uay Btock in Mr. 
L^urior's prediction, left our shores, and to 
day we have reports of the largest catch on 
record. (Cheers ) Take Mr. Laurier on 
the subject cf trade. List seasion I ra- 
coived communicationa from loading Liber- 
als in my county asking ua not to reduce the 
duties on their particular lines of goods. 
(Laughter.) Sir Robfrt Peel, when ho in- 
troduced the bill to repeal the corn laws, 
said that amongttthecommunloations ho had 
%Ta8 ono from a Scotch fisherman who aaid 
he hoped the day for free trade would be 
hastened and that all the groat bonofits 
would quickly follow, but, aaid ho, "Sir 
Bobert, I wiah you all ouccesa in your haa 
tening, bub for tbe love of (zod, don't take 
thedntyoffberri^gS;'';(Ctaeeraand laughter.) 

'Well, tabe'Itlri 'liauHer'dn the trade ques- 
tion. In 1871 tbia oppoaltton Ipader, who 
speaks ao eloquently abonb','frae,ii'|^B.de,jSaid 
that " it waa otic duty td'fbsCer naiibnal in- 
duitriea." When be waa twitted i about 
that by Dr. Montague, he repl!ejd'',tbat.' waa 
the only apeeoh ho ever made in ' favor of 
protection, and that ho had a right to 
change hia opinion. Dr. Montague promptly 
answered by quoting a apneoh of Mr. 
Laurior'a, delivered In 187C, juat about tho 
time ho became a member of tho Mackenzie 
government. Said ho, in 1870 : " I have 
l)3on, and am atill, a prottciionist." And, 
»i;nin : ," I think we require protection." 
(Cheers ) Mr, Liurier does nocwantua to 
inontiou thio in 1894, but only aa recently as 
1891, apeaking in Montreal, ho said ihot 
free trade wan impoosiblo und that for many 
years a high tariff would bo necersary In this 
country. Tho latest phaso of the new Lib- 
eral poiioy is " free trade as they have it in 
England." He attacks the National Poiioy 
aa suoktng out the life blood of tbe people. 
He seeks to curry favor with ono class of 
tho community at the expense of the other. 
Do you think that tho war which ho is mak- 
ing on tbe tnanofaoturer ia fair ? At Winnl- 
l^eg the otheir day, "Mr.' Laurior said that 
protection bad developed Mlllonaires in this 
oonntry, that it bad oreated augar lords.and 
cotton barona, but I would rather aee thoae 
than a lot of ootton pxuporj. In England a 
Jnarority of cotton induatrlea made no profib 



whatever in 1893. Speaking iu thia very 
town of North K »y, ho afficmed that §00,- 
010,000 went yni^rly Into tho pockets of tbe 
monopollstf. Well, we ore only 5,000,000 
all told in this country, but, mark you, Mr. 
Liurier says that some people in Canada are 
making sixty milliona a year, ard ihtso are 
the men he wanta to goc at. Mr. July, an 
estimabla colleague of Mr. L»urier, put that 
charge in other language. At the Liberal 
convention whioh they held in Ottawa Inst 
year ho said tho implement mauulauiucera 
put tho riu*y of 35 per oent, lu their own 
pockets. Aad yet when parliament reduoea 
the protection accorded to the implement 
manufaoturera, the Llberala say that an in- 
juatioe ia belni; done them, and they claim 
that a lot of vaw materiala should be given 
the implement maoufaoturora free of duty. 
Do you Ruppoae that when Mr, 
Laurier made bia aatounding state- 
ment at North B^y that ha had a 
partiole of confidence' Jn it? I will do 
him the justice to aay that I do not think 
ho believed a aingle word of it. That may 
appear to you a atraoga^ pbaervation, but) I 
will give you tho repptifor It. In 1803, at 
Newmarket, Mr. Laurtereald that the man- 
ufactu^era of agricultural implementa did 
not want or need protection : that tho boot 
and ah manufacturcra got not one particle 
ofbone6tfrom tho National Poiioy. But, 
do you think that any man, whetb'Br belie a 
free trader or a protectionist, would refuse 
to take this 35 per oent. if it were offered to 
him, as Mr. Joly says it is? Mr. Pateraon, 
of Brant, a leadiog Liberal, speaking in the 
House of Commons last year, aaid that more 
capital wasBunk, wasted anddeatroyed under 
the National Poiioy than uodertheMackeDZto 
government. How does that tally with 
Mr. Laurier'a atatomenta that the manu- 
facturers take aixry millions out of the 
p;)ck"fH nf the people through those dutioa ? 
Id 1HS5, Sir Richard Cariwrighc cluiiiied 
that iho nianuf loturore would yet nothing 
at all for their invi-stments ; th*t those in- 
vesting in cotton could not got 5 per cent, 
on thBir money. Mr. Mills, at Collingwood, 
in 1892 or 1893, aaid thot the ootton nianu- 
faoturera thrived under the Mookenzio ad- 
ministration, but that all the industrita 
called into life by the national policy are 
dead. Tneee are aome of tho atatomenta 
put forward by colleagues of Mr. Lturier, 
and yet we have that gentleman gravel^' 
making thia statement that the mauufau- 
turera are taking sixty milliona a year out 
of tbe pooketa of the people. Do you be- 
lieve it? (Cheers ) 

Now, we will consider Mr. Laurior's po- 
sition on another matter. Uut on the Pa- 
oitic ooajt tho other day ha posed aa an 
authority on fishing matters. Ue found tho 
aalmon oanncra on tho Fraser annoyed be- 
cause the close eeaaon for fidbing wua not 
suspended. He told them ha did not know 
before how disastrous tho fishery'regula- 
tions in British Columbia ware. The great- 
est griovanoe that the salmon oannora on 
the Fraeer have ia tbe ! regulation prohibit- 
ing the placing of offal from the canneries 
into the river, and they are angry with tbe 
governmenti beoanae we; are enfording that 
regulation, Mr. Laurier, I think, ; diacend- 
ed very far from the poaition of a leader 
when, to aeoure a little capital againab '^bhe 
government, he introduced politics into' a 
matter on which there ahould be no politics 
at ail, viz , the protection of fish life. (Hear, 
hear.) Let mo tell you, however, that tho 
very law of which he Is complaining waa 
put into force by tho Liberal party in 1S7C. 
(Cheers.) In 1891, speaking in tho House cf 
Commona, ho aaid ho sympathized with me 
in enforcing the fishery laws. If they wore 
on tho statute book they should be enforced, 
whother they made the governmecil popular 
or unpopular. In Britiah Columbia ho told 
them that tho policy which the government 
are pursuing in enforcing tho law ia the aatne 
everywhere, and that I waa enueavoring to 
prevent tho iiah froin oroasing tho boundary 
line. (Laughter.) Mr. Laurier showed how 
little he paid attention to tho discuesions at 
last session. In the St. Clair river, in order 
to improve the important fisheries of Lake 
Erie, my department undertook to prohibit 
tbe use of seines, notwithstanding what onr 
neighbors might do, und yet thia gentleman 
who was pouring out ridicule on tbe depart- 
ment of Marine und Fiaheriea waa a member 
of the government that tried to do the same 
thing in Lake St. Clair, and actually 
did it In the Niagara liver, namely, 
prohibit the aae of a'einea, : (Ghaers.)-i^ I 
aay that Mr. Laarier'a poiitlbn'ctn these 
queationa ia auob as to warrant ma to - aak 
yonngmsn, be^pre deciding to follow Mr. 
Laurier^ai' tlieurMeader, that they ahould 
atudy the aobjeots Co which I have briefly 
referred,) and ,,then-jaay„nhether-.^he policy 
that hSa 'Iecl ti'lhe^'NationariPolioy, and 
that baa been vindicated in every province 
of Gasada, that has atbod oat' 'the storms 
that beat about this country, ahould be 
abandoned for the do-nothing poiioy of the 
Liberal party. (Applause.) You have 
heard much said by tho Liberals against 
tho attempt to bribe tho people by public 
works. Well, I could hardly believe my 
eyca when, taking up paper offer paper con- 
tiuiing reports of Mr. L'lurior's progress in 
the Far West, I saw that ho advocated there 
prficieely what ha had denounced at Ottawa 
that greater attention should bo paid to this 
important itiiUter licre, that more attention 
waa needed there : that there a building was 
r((|uirod, there a Ijridgo was oaeontiiil and 
BO on. (Cheero and laughter.) How much 
public money thoy have practically and mor- 
ally pledged themselves to oipond it ia diffi- 
cult to oalculi^te, but if tho minister of pub- 
lic works endeavored to carry nut all that 
Mr. Liurler haa promised in the West to 
smile npoD, I do not think there would be 
any money left for, the improvement,of Lake 
NipisaiD<{,/,(L(ki|g|iter and cheefa.)'..' Whe)h- 
er Mr. Liurler'a proniiaea Are kept' or not, 
thoy oao be made good^ under our 
system, but I defy any man (to [pake them 
good under a poiioy of free trade. (Loud 
cheers ) Tho Conservative party baa good 
reason to be proud of what It haa done, and 
for tho future of that party I have no doubt, 
Wo have done muob ; wo have more to do, 
There must be no looking back, but ntcadily 
press forward with our policy of developing 
our country ; and on you devolves tho duty 
of supporting ua with your votea and aaaist 
anoo when thu time nf battle comes, (Loud 
obf^era.). Tho miniBtcr resumed his seat 
'ahildat%ud upplauao,

PIECES AS STUDIES.'.; . 

Tho Secret of Rapid FrosreBS 'in PJano 
riayluK Is VorsatUltjr. . : i , 

Experienced teachers agree thiat the 
playing of a pupil accustomed to spend 
all or nearly all her time upon exeroisos 
and studios having merely the form of 
pieces without their spirit is far less 
mnsioal and Bpoutan90'as-,j tbaQ^^^that ot 
those accustomed to ■'playing a variety 
of well written compositiopk 

Nevertheless the study had certain ad- 
rantagos which conio more easily to it 
than to a piece. A study is taken as a 
duty and practiced as duty. A piece is 
jpjrijnarilyrpa&Jiim^c'^ i4 craotioecl as 
pastime '■but'''lIt'tlB"in1ire ^ili'in 'pastime 
will come out of it. What is tho solu- 
tion of tills difTioulty? Is it that we 
must go on relying upon studies for all 
tho serious part of /jt^e lpupil|s work? 
"Not at all, "is the reply of a writer 
in The Mnsioal Record, who .says: 

Wo must contrivo to bring to tho ac- 
quistion of i)iooos tho same qualities of 
mental attention and seriousness that 
como of thoir own accord in tho caso of 
studios. When this is done, and when 
the subject matter of the' lessons ia in- 
toUigently diversified for Kliapin.s' tlio 
lilaying iu order to nindilyit; in lhi:i tii- 
I'cution or tho otlier, the i)ii-res v,-i!l 1)0 
found to ati'ord much iiinro pruliti.blo 
material for study than "Etudes, " by 
no matter how many eminent wiii yr,-:, 
always osceptiiig tho Chopin w.):-):-.

There aro 
other pieces of a hidden beauty, such 
ias ,tho works <^f ;ScliTjm"aiin,| |Gjibpiii^aud 
the like. ' To expect a student of Gentler 
years to like one of tlii'se is wroiig. 
What we ik-.mI i-i to select tho piece 
with reference to its compatibility with 
the student's temperament or possibi^i' 
ties and then ns.sign it as study at tho 
proper nionient. As Ktndy it will hold 
the serious alteiitioii. Jjatcr, when its 
inner correspoiidiMiee of spirit shall have 
had time to niaki- itself felt, tho student 
will find himself liking the piece, which 
at first ho regi:rded iiKjroly as exercise. 
A student unconsciously learns many 
points about musical form by memoriz- 
ing pieces cjf dill'ereut kinds. 

All playing anil all music writing 
may he divided into about; throe cate- 
gories — thematic, wherein tho disoua- 
sion of a theme is the question; lyrio, 
where tlui propi'r delivery of melody is 
tho question, and l)rilliaut, whoro it is 
a question of passages of one kind or 
another." ''Thoro njight 'well be still an- 
othcr'BiaSU' 'wflicli,"for Want' of^a^Wtter 
word, wo might call effect, whore tone 
coloring and keyboard comuinud aro tho 
essential elements To sx^t^cify, fugue is 
the type of all pieces ija whith a theme 
is discussed. A Chopin or Schumann 
nocturne or a Depthoyen^ cautabilp^ is 
thbnfjTJO^of ;all ' liigBg^^ 
ih^] Liszt's' concert pieces and those of 
Tahlberg are, tlie types of brilliant 
pieces for the pianoforte.
